Claims 1-8 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Rumpler (WO89/05709). 

The device of Rumpler teaches the method including the steps of providing at 
least on machining aggregate (fig. 2), providing a conveying system (37) and machining 
a front end region of the wood work piece (Abstract, par. 2). It should be noted that the 
equipment of Rumpler crops, measures and machines the elongated work piece as the 
computer calculates the length of the work piece and determines the machining 
process.
